two  or  more  states;  between  a  state 
and  citizens  of  another  state  ^  between 
citizens  of  different  states;  between 
citizens ,  of  the  same  state  “claiming 
lands  under  grants  Of  different  states, 
and  between  a  state,  or  the.  citizens 
thereof/  and  foreign  states,  citizens, 
or  subjects.”  In  this  phrasing  the  en¬ 
tire  scope  of  the  power  of  the  fed¬ 
eral  courts  is  outlined  in  a  paragon 
of  conciseness  and.  brevity. 

In  only  two  classes  of  cases  does 
the  Constitution  give  original  juris¬ 
diction  to  the  Supreme  Court.  These 
are  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors, 
public  ministers  and  consuls,  and 
those  in  which  the  state  shall  be.  a 
party;-  In  all  other  cases  before  men¬ 
tioned,  the  Supreme  Court  has^  ap¬ 
pellate.  jurisdiction/  which,  translat¬ 
ed,  means  that  cases  which  originate 
in  the,  lower,  courts  can  under  cer¬ 
tain  conditions  be  appealed  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  for  a  -  final  jugment. 

Even  by  means  of.  a  superficial 
reading  of  this  article,  one  sees  easily 
that  the  most,  significant  thing  con¬ 
nected  with  the  whole  affair  is  not 
what  is  stated,  but  what  is  not  stated. 
Two  thirds  of  the  Supreme  Court 
decisions  have  been  explained,  by  the 
interpretation  of  some  obscure,  im¬ 
plied  power,  which  only  the  eagle  eye 
of  a  Supreme  Court  Justice  could 
ferret  out  of  the  Constitution.  When 
the  Constitution  Fathers  neglected 
to  explain  what  they  did  mean  about 
judicial  review,  they  threw  an  argu¬ 
mentative  bait  to  both  schools  of 
thinkers,  liberals  and  conservatives, 
on  this  question. 

For  the  fight  over  the  theory  of 
Judicial  Supremacy  began  early  in 
the  nation’s  history.  When  the  states 
were  deliberating  over  the  adoption 
of  the  Constitution,  both  views  were 
even  then  being  aired  with  the  same 
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arguments  quoted  then  as  are  now 
quoted  in  the  twentieth  century.  Alex¬ 
ander  Hamilton  '  Wa£  writing  td  the 
people  of  New  York,  in  no  uncertain 
I'terms,  -that  without  the  incorpora- 
tion  into  th^  government  of  the  theory 
of  judicial  review,  the  nation  would 
be  irrevocably  headed  toward  the 
well-known  rocks  of  governmental 
obsolescence.  He  said  that  the  “courts 
ought  to  be  considered  the  bulwark 
of  a  limited ;  constitution  against 
legislative*  encroachment.”  He  con¬ 
tinued  that  it  was  only  rational  to 
suppose  that  the  courts  were  design¬ 
ed  as  an  Intermediate  body  between 
fhe  people  and  the  legislature,  in  or¬ 
der,  among  other  things  to  keep  the 
latter .  within  ,  the  limits  assigned  ,  to 
their,  authority.”  The -interpretation 
of  laws,  he  said,  “is  the  proper  pro¬ 
vince  of;  the  courts.  It  is  the  duty 
of , the,  judges  to  ascertain  the,  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  constitution,  as,  well  as  the 
meaning,  of  any  particular  act  pro¬ 
ceeding  from :  the  legislature.  The 
complete  independence  of,  the  courts 
is  essential,  in  limited  constitutions,” 
These  arguments,  presented  by 
Hamilton  a  hundred  and  fifty  .  years 
ago;  are  the  same  ones  presented  by 
modern,  conservatives  today.  The 
arguments  against  the  Supreme  Court 
having,  such  a  degree  of  power  are 
also  today  identical  to  those  present¬ 
ed  by  the  antifederalists  and  States 
Righters  In  1790.  They  argued,  ve¬ 
hemently  that  for  the.  Courts  to  have 
the  right  to  curb  the  legislature  was 
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Ian  usurpation,  and  woiiid ‘luuwjfqiibt-*!. 
edly  lead  to  despotism  from  that  di¬ 
vision  of  the  government.  They"  cited 
many  examples  of  tyrannies  ini  other 
countries  which  had  arisen  through 
the  grant  of  much  power  to  judges. 
They  foresaw  grave  results  for  the 
embryonic  nation  if  the  Federalists 
had  their  way  about  the  vesting- 
much  power  in  the  judiciary.  Mod- 
era  critics  are  now  expressing  the 
same  fears  with  few  variations  for 
the  150  year  nation.  The  adherents  of 
the  President’s  late  •  Supreme  Court 
plan  proclaimed  fiery  threats  about 
the  fate  of  the  nation  as  the.  result  of 
allowing  several  crotchety  old  gentle¬ 
men  to  thumb  the  judicial  noie  at 
Congress  and  the  President.’  It  is 
the  contention  that  in  order  to  have 
a  more  progressive  legislation,  Con¬ 
gress  should  not  be  held  back  by  the 
aparently  reflex  action  of  the  Judges' 
thumbs  and  noses  at  every  bit  of 
progressive  law  making, 

Howev.er  as  was  shown  by  the 
Senate’s  refusal  to  pass  the  bill  of 
the  President’s  which  would  pack  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  American  system 
of  judicial  supremacy  over  Congress 
and,  the  executive  is  not  yet  on  the 
wane.  Whether  the  high  tribunal'  ill 
be  able  to  keep  all  the  power  that 
it  now  possesses  remains  to  be  seen. 
It  is  doubtful  thqt  the  President  Will 
let  his  favorite  legislative  protege 
be  so  severly  rebuked  as  it  has  rec¬ 
ently  been  without  just  a  suggestion 
of  executive  backtab:.
